yesterday, It was clear 
notice to those nations 
which may continue to 
pursue aggressive dealgna 
and policies that the Free 
World, led by the United 
States, wos determined to 
attain a militarily defen- 
salve position that would 
enable it to resist any sort 
of intimidation and repel 
any overt acts. of agyres- 
salon, And to implement this 
programme, Mr Eisenhower 
advanced several significant 
proposals, one of the most 
importa! being that the 
United States should share 
with her allics “certain 
knowledge of the tactical 
use of nuclear weapons.” 
The value of such an netion 
to the Western world's 
defences has Jong been 
recognised eluewhere,  dri- 
tain in panticular is 
conscious of the desir- 
nbility of an exchange of 
Information, even though it 
be of a limited nature, She 
has experimented with, and 
Is now in a position to pro- 
duce, tactical nuclear 
Weapons, and the knowledge 
she — pos#enses in this 
particular fleld could be as 
important to America’s 
defences as the knowledge 
which the United States has 
gained in other directions 
could and would be to her 
European allies. Con- 
gressional opposition to 
the President's proposal 
will be diMcult to under: 
stand, for he makes no 
suggestion that America 
should give away any manu- 
facturing secrets relating 
to atomic and fissionable 
weapons, bt js clear, how- 
ever, that the time has 
passed when Allies such os 
the United Stgtes and Bri- 
tain, both possessing special 
and exclusive wileage of 
nuctoar iveupons, should 
continue to work com- 
pletely independently and 
to retain knowledge of their 
developments to themselves. 


LES President's —s under- 
acoring of a new defence 
programme may seem to

BY WASHINGTON EXPERTS

Malenkov’ 


(FROM A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT) 


New York. 

AVRENTI BERIA, once 
all-powerful head cf 
the Soviet Secret Police, 
was neither arrested, tried, 
nor executed—he was shot 
down in a pistol duel in 
the Kremlin when he tried 
a personal coup to snatch 


Stalin’s throne. 

That is the substance of a 
report now belng studied by 
Washington experts, 

The report came from sources 
in Georgia — Berln’s  strong- 
hold:y he, Uke Stalin, wus 
Georgian—soon after the news 
of bis arrest Inst July. 

But at the time !t could only 
be regarded aos an Interesting 
possibility. 

Then came the Kremlin's 
announcement that 64-year-old 
Berla would be brought to trial 
before a People’s Court. Here 
wag a. test. 


Top three 


If Beria was. produced for 
trinl the report would collapse. 

But now the test has been 
applied and the report has pass- 
ed it. Neither Beria, nor any 
of the top henchmen sentenced 
fo death with him, were pro- 
duced, Their trial was in 
secret, their exccutions im- 
mediate, 

So now experts are studying 
the report again. 

It says that soon after Stalin’s 
death Malenkov, - Molotov, and 
Berla, ond Marshal Bulganin— 
representing the Red Army— 
met in secret in tho Kremlin, 
accompanicd only by their 
closest aides, . 

Berla—who knew everything 
going on in Russia and wielded 
more personal power than all 
the others put together—al- 
rendy knew how much the 


others feared and hated him. 
He also knew they had mado 
an uneasy ppct to put him out 
of the way. 

So ho determined on a 
supreme gamble; to wipe out his 
chief opponents atone stroke 
—himself, With men already in 
key positions at very level of 
government and in the armed 
forces, he believed he could 
feize power instantly. 

In the middle -of the con- 
ference he whipped out a pistol. 
But whether he missed his first 
target, Malenkov, or whether 
his pistol misfired {s not known. 
It is said that one of Bulganin’s 
aides shot him down and that 
hls own bodyguard surrendered. 


Too dramatic 


What are the Washington 
experts saying now of what at 
first seemed almost too dramatic 
a settlement of the differences 
between Russia's rulers? 

FIRST, of couse, that such a 
clash could happen among men 
necustomed to achieving polltical 
tmbitions by Hquidating opposi- 

on, 

SECOND, it does provide a 
plausible’answer to why Berla 
could have been stripped of his 
chormous power ond made a 
prisoner so easily. 

It has been‘sald that Beria’s 
downfall was brought about by 
Red Army chiefs, the only men 
with power approaching his 
awn, 

But Berin had infiltrated the 
Red Army too. His political 
commissars were active from 
company level upwards—and 
they had access to all orders 
issued 

So there is one question which 
the Georgia report docs not 
an-wer: Who drow first in the 
Kremlin gun fight? Was 


it 
Beria or was tt the Red Army? i! there — huskies,

TEN TIMES BETTER THAN 
_ BLACK. AND WHITE 
Says KAY MURRAY 


New York. 

Amerlen had its first 
commercially sponsored 
colour TV programme r- 
cently, — 

Perhaps only a dozen 
Americans and their friends 
saw it, because that’s all 
the colour sets there sare in 
the United States. 

The colour system 
(agreed upon jointly — by 
the billlon dollar industry) 
can bo received in black and 
white on an ordinary set. 
Anyhow there won't actual- 
ly ke much colour to look 
ut for the next twelve 


months. 

The Notional Broadcasting 
Company, the only network 
currently putting out colour 
telecasts, promises only ane and 
n half to ‘wo hours of colour 
weekly. 

But the Natlonal Broadcasting 
Company NBC) and its 
wealthy rival, the Columbia 
Broadcasting System, anticlp- 
ate converting over a score of 
stations to colour by mid-1954 
—-a multi-million dollar project. 


Black and white television 
seems safe, howevar, for twelve 
months—to the rellef of manu- 
facturers. 


I went over to NBC's only 
colour studio to get their point 
of view, and found un exciting 
and electric atmosphere. 

Nobody was blase in 
studio, 

Tho cast of the ‘Show of 
Shows” (budget an estimated 
£28,060, audience an estimated 
20,000,000) crowded Into the 
control room, when it wasn't 
on stage, to watch the miracle 
on the tiny 14-inch screen, and 
qven the humblest stage-hand 
was fascinated by the new cra 
belng born under the sweating 
lights. 

Obstinaicly, no one would 
ndmit that colour TV presents 
ony super-colossal headaches. 


UP TO £360 A SET 


Colour television will be con- 
fined temporarily to the super- 
tax class of viewers, since a sct 
will cost between £280 and 
£360, 

“But it cost £350 in 1939 for 
an ordinary black and white 
set," NBC's technical colour 
supervisor, Reid Davies, — told 
me. "For £350 today you'll get 
far more for your money—and 
don’t forget money was worth 
more in 1939."

The cost of converting a studlo 
to colour has been variously 
estimated at from £89,250 to 
£360,000, Reid Davies diploma- 
tically put lt somewhere In be- 
tween, 


“When a colour camera costs 
£30,345," he said (NBC owns 
four), “you can easily sec that 
it would cost between £100,000 
and £142,800 to convert a 
etudio to colour,” 


Replacement of

“An ordinary camera hag one 
tube, costing about £400. A 
colour cumera has three tubes, 
running into about £2,000 alto- 
gether,” Davies explaincd. 

A bigger control room has to 
be bullt for the involved cequip- 
ment of colour TV, and techni- 
ciang must be trained in its 
use.

For Japanese 


Tokyo, Jan. 7. 
Financial circles here say 
that 1954 will be a year of 
austerity for the Japanese 
people if the retrenchment 
policies proposed by the 
ae Ministry are udopt- 


These policies are embodied 
fn a draft budget for the next 
financial year starting in April 
which tho Finance Minister Mr 
Sonkuro Ogasqwarn has sub- 
mitted to the Cabinct for up- 
proval prior to presentation to 
national Diet (Parliament). 
Whilo details are yet ta be 
clarified, the draft budget would 
balance revenue ond expenditure 
for the noxt fscnl yenr below 
1,000,000 millon yen compared 
with 1,027,000 milllor yon in 
the current nancial year. 


Financial circles pojnt out 
that this would represent a sub- 
stantial restriction of expendl- 
tures, cons|dering the expan~ 
sion of production during the 
past year. They also say the 
draft budget would actually 
create o surplus because its 
estimates of tax revenuc aro 
quite conservative. The actual 

eficit for the current financial 
year is estimated to exceed 
100,000 million yen, the sources 
say. 

SHIPBUILDING CUT 


As revealed by the Finance 
Ministry, the draft budget 
features reductlons In ex- 

nditure for a number of items 
Including general administrative 
expenses, public works, food 
import subsidies, subsidies to 
shipbullding and other indus- 
trics, and capital investment for

The Finance Minister has told 
a press conference that the draft 
budget is designed ultimately to 
restore cquilibrium in Japan's

He also said the draft budget 
would bring Japanese prices 
down by about 10 percent but 
called upon the Japanese peapie 
not to take advantage of the 
lower prices, but to econemise 
in the same way as the Gov- 
ernment.
